I was working uniform patrol as Seattle police mountain bicycle unit 
3D88. I was assigned to monitor the crowd for general safety at Westlake 
Park. The park was mostly full of people rallying for or against causes 
they believe in. I was positioned in the NE portion of the Park with six 
other Seattle police officers all assigned to a mountain bicycle unit. 

For the most part the crowd was compliant and cooperative with 
officers and in general it was not a difficult detail. One speaker however 
spent a great deal of his time behind the microphone decrying the police. 
Some of the anti-police rhetoric included things like "The police have been 
raping our women at gun point. The police have even been raping men at gun 
point." During his words I was approached by several different people 
apologizing to me and thanking me for being in the park and for our general 
presence . 

Just moments after th is speaker left the stage an unknown white male, 
later identified as S/f^Hl^H^^H- WKM /86 ' approached Oftor J. 

Kallis who was in full uniform and standing just to my right. [ | had 

what appeared to be a plastic gun in his right hand and was holding it at 
his side. 

B^IH said while Pointing the gun at Officer Kallis "Would I get 
arrested for shooting you with this?" Office r Kallis instructed " 

to step back then to leave the area. Instead " said "No really, 

would I get arrested if I shot you with this?" who was standing 

so close to Officer Kallis that they were less than an arm's length away 
from each other. | | refused to step back saying instead "No, it's 

not against the law for me to stand here."

Officer Zieger removed the gun and from the immediate area 

for the safety of bystanders and for officer safety. When asked

14 INCIDENT DESCRIPTION / NARRATIVE: 

{ On 10-12-2011 I was working full uniformed patrol as a Seattle Police 
Bicycle Officer. I was assigned to Westlake Park to observe the "Occupy 
Seattle "protests. 

A large number of people were located within Westlake Park. The park 
closes at 2200 hours. At approximately 2215 an order that Westlake Park was 
closed was broadcast over an SPD P. A. system. Shortly after the 
announcement was broadcast, fully uniformed SPD Bicycle Officers entered 
Westlake Park and gave numerous verbal warnings that Westlake Park was 
closed. Near the north end of the park a tent had been erected. Officers 
walked towards the tent to inform the subjects taking ownership of the tent 
that the park was closed and camping was prohibited. Officers were met 
with resistance by protesters who locked arms and attempted to physically 
block the Officers from entering the park. Once at the tent A/Amell was 

sitting in a reclined position outside the tent in possession of a large 
backpack with a rolled up tarp attached to it. A/Williams was sitting 
directly in the entrance of the tent, blocking access to the tent. 
Amell was informed by SGT Grenon that he needed stand up with his property. 

Amell refused to comply with the instructions. Amell was told that if he 
did not comply with the instructions that he would be arrested. Amell 
verbally acknowledged the he understood the instructions but refused to 
comply. Amell was placed into handcuffs and escorted to the prisoner 
wagon. During this time Amell refused to cooperate further with Officers 
by becoming dead weight which required Officers to carry Amell through a 
physically and verbally hostile crowd. 

Williams was found seated inside the tent wearing a backpack. Williams was 
personally informed that he could not have a tent and that he needed to 
dismantle the tent. Williams refused. Williams was then informed by SGT 
Grenon that if he refused to leave and take down his tent that he would be 

arrested for obstruction. After being asked if he was willing to take down 
the tent and leave Westlake Park he again refused. Williams was placed 
under arrest and transported to the West Precinct for further processing. 
At the West Precinct Officer B.Rees # 6890 read Williams his Miranda 
Warnings from his SPD issued MIR Card. When asked if Williams understood 
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his rights he replied, "yes." Officer Rees then asked Williams if he wished 
to speak with the Police, with Williams stating that he did not without a 
lawyer present. No further questions were asked. While awaiting transport 
the King County Jail Williams notified Officers that he was suffering from 



a seizure. The Seattle Fire Department responded to the West Precinct to 
evaluate Williams. 

While at the West Precinct I read Amell his Miranda Warning from my SPD 
Resource Book. When asked if Amell understood his rights as read to him, 
Amell replied "yes." When asked if he had any questions about his rights, 
Amell replied, "no." No further questions were asked of Amell. Amell was 

transported to the King County Jail for further processing. 
Amell was booked into the King County Jail for SMC 12A.16.010 Obstructing. 
Williams was transported to Harborview Medical Center via AMR for further 
medical evaluation. Request that the charge of Obstructing SMC 12A.16.010 
be filed against Williams. 

I placed Amell 's backpack into safekeeping. 

This incident and arrest was screened on scene by SGT Grenon.
